More Aeroplane Passengers 


Business Increasing On U.S. Lines 
and Competiton Is Keen 

The skyways of North America are 
being ‘double tracked." 

A survey of major air lines carry- 
ing passengers to every corner of 
and one of them planning 
to extend across the ocean showed 
that commercial aviation has in- 
creased its passenger income by one- 


America 


third in recent weeks. 


The reason: Renewed activity in 
general business and loss of what 
aviation men call ‘‘air anxiety” by 
the public. 

The result: A battle for the new 
business comparable to that of the 
railroads several decades ago. 

In the scramble for passengers, 
millions of dollars have been poured 
into new equipment. Soundproof cab- 
ins have been evolved by United 
Air lines. American Airways hag re- 
sponded with ships in which passen- 
gers can sleep on comfortable berths 
during night trips between Chicago 
and the Pacific Coast. 

A smaller line, Northwest Airways, 
has ordered a fleet of ‘planes capa- 
ble of 215 miles an hour with a cruis- 
ing speed of 180 and announced a 
plan to compete for business between 
Chicago and the Pacific northwest. 

At the coast, Northwest will con- 
nect with Pan American Airways, 
which plan to extend its present lines 
to Alaska across the Arctic to Asia, 
At present, Northwest operates be- 
tween Chicago and Montana and 
northward to Winnipeg, Man. 

As proof of increasing business the 
Chicago municipal airport announced 
that 6,927 passengers were carried 
out of Chicago on regularly scheduled 
trips during June, an increase of 100 
per cent. from a year ago. 

Many licensed pilots have obtained 
employment in the past few months, 
air line officials announced, because 
of additional ‘planes placed on sche- 
dules. 

Trips between Chicago and New 
York have been doubled by three 
lines, A traveller between the two 
cities now has a choice of more than
